The armed forces wiil soon have at their disposal a compact UHF trans- 
mitter=receiver with 3500 channeis, The unit, AN/PRC-66 is being develop- 
ed by Collins Radio Company of Canada, Ltd,

integrated circuits, thin=films, and discrete components. Nearly all cire 
cuits are microeeictronic, The oniy exceptions being the power amplifier 
and r=f amplifiers, . 
Because of the iow power requirements and high efficiency of the transe 
ceiver, a compact battery may be used as the power source. The battery 
wit! be attached to the transceiver with slide fasteners so that it can am 
be repiaced easily and quickly, 

The transceiver, without battery, measures 14x4x6 inches and weighs less 
than 2 tbs. With battery, its weight is less than 10 Ibs,

A government bureau announced recently that radio-contoiled garage-door 
openers are becoming a menace to aviation in some parts of the country. 
The Federa! Aviation Agency said that fin Los Angeies area alone it rece= 
entiy tracked down 58 garage=-door openers in a single week and tcok them 
off the air for interfering with air navigation signals. 

Tne FAA said it has fegai power ta close down equipment of this type 
which may cause harmfu] interference with aeronautica! radio navigation 
or other safety devices, 
The agency is working ctosely with the Federal Communications Commission 
and the military services in a program to eliminate this type of radio 
interference, 

The FAA said the main offenders are door openers operating in the 230 to 
290 megacycie (UHF) radio band, This inciudes the military emergency freq- 
uency of 243 mc and represents a large part of the entire military UHF 
band used for aircraft communications, 

Door opening devices are activated by sma:i! receivers which usuaily are 
mounted on garage rafters sind operate around the clock. They are tuned to 
the same frequency as short range transmitters in their cwner’s auto. A 
potentiaiiy hazardous receiver emits a continuous signa! equivaient to 
that of a smai: radic transmitter because its antenna is not sufficiently 
isolated from its generating parts, 

The FAA said some signets from dcor openers are strong enough to be picked 
up by aircraft as far away as :6 miles, A pilot thus couid inadvertently 
home in om a garage door signa! and fly directly toward it with great 
accuracy ~ and disastrous resuits.
